The Town of Disbury has fired its controversial 
chief administrative officer Roy Brown after 10 years 
of employment with the town. 

After an in-camera session on 
Nov. 24, council voted “that council 
terminate the employment of chief 
administrative officer Roy Brown 
effective immediately." 

Council, through the town admin¬ 
istration, released the minutes of the 
meeting, but would not make any 
FORMER further comment. 

DIDSBURY CAO ^ow the mayor and councillors 

RO\ BROWN voted individually on the termin¬ 
ation was not recorded and only 
Coun. Garth Hollinger was absent from the meeting. 

Brown, hired in July 2005, was fired with cause and 
without further pay. 

Brow n went on sick leave June 10 after being hos¬ 
pitalized the day before. 

On July 16, during his sick leave, he terminated 
three Town of Didsbury staff members without giv¬ 
ing council a heads-up and said he had been working 
with town managers “over a number of months to 
find efficiencies in the organization." 

Council then named Greg Skotheim, manager of 
public works and infrastructure as acting chief 
administrative officer, ;uul began a search, with the 
assistance of municipal headhunter Ravenhill Group, 
for a permanent replacement for Brown who was 
scheduled to retire when his contract expired in the 


spring of 2016. 

Council also embarked on a review of Brown's 
conduct and requested that Alberta Municipal Affairs 
review his conduct too. The department declined. 

On Aug. 4, Brown offered in a letter to Mayor Rick 
Mousseau “to work at reaching an agreement with 
Council that would allow Council to move forward

Didsbury council has doubled down on its scrutiny 
of the fire hall project ;ifter receiving an unsatisfac¬ 
tory first written report in a new regime of oversight 
instituted Nov. 10. 

The first report was tabled at the Nov. 24 meet¬ 
ing. The report, originated by Derek Sutherland, 
Didsbury's manager of protective services, said “the 
fire hall project is progressing nicely. 

“Administration has met with Provincial Steel 
Buildings ... and is satisfied that the building is being 
built with customer service and attention to detail.” 

Deputy Mayor Joyce McCoy said, “This is not what 
we expected." 

There will now be a meeting with Mayor Rick 
Mousseau, Deputy Mayor Joyce McCoy, administra¬ 
tion, general contractor Provincial Steel Buildings 


with hiring a new Chief Administrative Officer." 
Council did not respond. 

In early October Brown disclosed his intention to 
return from sick leave after Thanksgiving, but held 
off. Talks between him and the town continued. 

Last week, council reviewed its options and legal 
advice and fired Brown. 


and project manager Ron Vogel. 

At the Nov. 10 meeting, council directed that the 
Fire Advisory Committeei provide council with a 
written report at each council meeting. 

The two council members on the fire h;ill advis¬ 
ory committee, Sheila Schulz and Garth Hollinger, 
did not author the Nov. 17 report nor did the two 
Mountain View County representatives. 

The report addresses none of the concerns raised 
by the self-described “squeaky wheel" plumbing and 
electrical contractors. 

The report said erectors are putting up the walls 
;uul the electricity supplier is burying power lines 
and installing services this month. Administration 
has suggested that $25,000 in upgrades be done to 
increase operational efficiency. 

Construction fell behind schedule and the move- 
in date is now June 1, 2016. However, it is still on 
budget, the report stated.

Jazz Fest, Nov. 25 and 
26, is what the agora in 
Athens three thousand 
years ago looked like if you 
had added saxophones and 
drums, a bass and piano, 
trumpets and trombones. 

Let Plato play tenor sax, 
Socrates a trumpet and ask 
Aristotle to do the vocals. 

Jazz is the dialogue of 
music, a creation in real 
time, a conversation 
between musician and 
musician, between instru¬ 
ments, between the band 
and the audience in which 
the music itself is one of 
the voices in the conversa¬ 
tion. 

The Greek philosophers 


practised dialogue. 

It’s how they taught, 
learned and created on 
the steps of their outdoor 
learning forum amid the 
bustle and trade of a port 
on the Aegean Sea. 

How Plato explained the 
cave and shadows and the 
philosopher king of the 
Republic, how Aristotle 
developed his ethics and 
politics, how Socrates 
defended himself against 
the accusation of a capital 
crime and decided to drink 
hemlock and die rather 
than being put to death by 
his fellow citizens. 

It all happened in a 
dialogue, in an endless 
exchange of questions, 
answers and revisions. 

Dialogue is what the stu¬ 


dents in Jazz Fest did in 
two days of jazz ensem¬ 
ble clinics and instru-. 
ment workshops held in 
Didsbury’s Zion church 
taught by members of the 
Calgary Jazz Orchestra. 

Johnny Summers, a 
trumpet player and vocal¬ 
ist with the Calgary Jazz 
Orchestra, was the ensem¬ 
ble clinicijm and did it, he 
said, because lie enjoys 
watching students getting 
out of their shells. 

“High school students of 
this age are afraid of mak¬ 
ing mistakes, and when 
they overcome that they 
do better,” Summers said. 

“It isn’t just that they 
make better music, it’s that 
their lives change." 

So in the ensemble clin¬ 


ics Summers, an easy¬ 
going, approachable teach¬ 
er, talked to the students 
about their musical tech¬ 
nique: articulating notes, 
clarity, being solid about 
being free to make mis¬ 
takes. 

“What’s the worst thing 
you can do?” he asked in 
one dialogue. 

“Play the wrong note,” 
came the answer. 

“What’s so bad about 
that?" Summers asked. 

That ’s called t he Socratie 
method of teaching 
because learning depends 
on dialogue between the 
teacher and students and 
the students and students. 

It is teaching by asking 
questions instead of giv¬ 
ing answers and Summers 
comes to it because great 
jazz is the improvisation of 
an endless chain of music¬ 
al questions and answers. 

Jazz Fest also fea¬ 
tured two concerts at the 
TransCanada Theatre in 
Olds. On Nov. 25 ensembles 
from the Olds, Innisfail, 
Cremona and Didsbury 
schools that attended Jazz 
Fest played and on Nov. 26 
the Calgary Jazz Orchestra 
performed.. 

Kirk Wassmer, music 
teacher at Didsbury High 
School, organizes Jazz 
Fest. No one takes attend¬ 
ance but Wassmer said 
about 200 students in 11 
jazz ensembles from seven 
middle and high schools 
in Chinook’s Edge School 
Division came. Wassmer 
thanked the Mountain View 
Credit Union, the Olds 
Rotary Club and Chinook’s 
Edge School Division for 
their financial support for 
a very unique teaching and 
learning event.

Property tax concessions for businesses using 
technically vacant non-residential lots to house 
vehicles for work purposes will be discussed in a 
meeting with the taxpayers, town council members 
;uul Town of Didsbury administration.

Aided by a handcuff- 
wielding member of the 
public, Rt'MI’ arrested 
a suspected drug 
impaired dangerous 
driver moments after he 
plowed into vehicles in 
the parking area of Ross 
Ford School just before 
noon on Nov. 20. 

One woman was ser¬ 
iously ii\jured when a 
pickup truck heading 
west on 20th Avenue 
launched over the inter¬ 
section, struck her 
vehicle, smashed into 
a parked minivan, hit 
a fence and dragged it 
until it came to a stop. 

“Upon arrival, when 
we located the 41-year 
old male driver he was 
sitting in the driver’s seat 
of the vehicle smoking 
some kind of dnig from 
a pipe,” said Didsbury 
RCMF Cpl. Clint Gulash. 

The suspect resisted 
arrest, said Gulash, and 
as the arresting officer 
was trying to get him 
under control a bystande 
helped handcuff him. 

When Gulash first 
arrived on scene, he said 
the amount of damage 
was mind-boggling. 

“When I got there I 
was like how could this 
even have occurred. 1 
was having trouble even 
understanding how such 
a high level collision that 
would cause that much 
damage in town until 
we started talking to 
people," said Gulash. 

Motorists called 911 
that morning to report 
an erratic driver, weav¬ 
ing in and out of traf¬ 
fic and driving on the 
WTong side of the road, 
first on Highway 2 at 
the Didsbury overpass 
and then on Highway 
582, heading west into 
Didsbury. 

As Didsbury RCMF 
were responding to the 
complaints, another 911 
call came in about a col¬ 
lision at Ross Ford. 

“He drove through 
town at, from w hat we’ve 
been able to gather from 
witnesses, between 80 to 
100 kilometres an hour 
straight through town, 
went right through four¬ 
way stops driving on the 
wrong side of the road," 
said Gulash. 

As the truck 
approached the inter¬ 
section of 20th Avenue 
and 23rd Street, it came 
on the right side of a 
man turning left, hit the 
boulevard, launched 
over the intersection and 
collided first with a blue 
Chevy Blazer driving out 
of the parking area of 
the school, witnesses 
reported. 

While the female child 
in the backseat was 
uninjured save for some 
spilled hot chocolate, 
Gulash said the adult 
female driver sustained a

I’m not talking about those towers by bams that 
fanners used to store com and such back in the day, 
although 1 knew a man who slept with his brothers 
from May to September in the family’s silo. 

The silo was the best place to store boys on sum¬ 
mer nights for a very poor farm family of 11 crammed 
into a tiny CPR house that the parents ordered from 
the catalogue and was delivered in prefabricated 
pieces on the train. 

The silos in Didsbury don’t have an actual roof or 
visible walls, but they do store people. 

Cliques, factions and mavericks flourish in a small 
community It’s human nature to build they and they 
are more obvious in a rural town than a city. 

I once counted the number of political parties 
organized in Alberta since its inception in 1905 and 
stopped at 20-something, 

Not counting the ones that were a farmer changing 
the world from his tractor who posted political mes¬ 
sages on his fence and ran as an independent. 

Most of these parties started in rural towns and 
villages. Most were just silos that isolated the people 
who couldn’ agree with another party. 

Didsbury is at a crossroads, looking for social and 
cultural purpose and economic growth. 

We’d have a competitive advantage if we tore 
down those silos and learned to work together.
